"T Hele wo propofitions-are very reconci- 

. lable, that Chriſt redeemed. all men ; and 
yet that the whole number of the impenitenr, 
pnb2lieving , reprobate world ſhall never be 
laved by him, The great Benefits of Carilt's 
death ( which I affirm co be general!) are gi- 
yen apon condition , not abſqglutely : as God's 
loye to the world, and the effe& of ir, giving 
his Son, is nor deſigned , that all abſolutely , 
but that all conditionally, i. e, Whoſoever be- 
lieveth in him, ſhould nor periſh , but have 
everlatting life : They which do nor perfortn 
that condition ( as Gods knows a great mgl- 
titude donor , ) ſha'l never be ſaved by his 
death.To which purpoſe is that of Proſper,one 
far enough from all kindneſs to the Pelagi- 
ans, Redemptor mundi dedit pro mundo ſangui- 
nem [uum, & mundys redimi noluit, The Res; 
deemer of the world gave his bloud for the 
world,and the world would nor be redeemed. 
Ad Gall. cap.g,———To that teſtimony Heb. 
2.9, ( ſoclear, thar it alone hath, ro my 
knowledge, convinc'd one as learned aman 
as doth in chis Church of onrs maintatn the 
dortrins contrary to the Remonfirants) 1 
ſhall ex abrndants add theſe other plain reſtt- 
monmes:

raughe, Ocher diſpuration againſt their opi= 
nions than. only by allegation of Scripture 
they would not hear: beſides it, they thought 
no other writings in the world ſhould be ttn- 
dyed, in ſo much as one of their great Pro- 
pherts exhorting them to calt away all re- 
ſpeRs unto human writings, ſofar to his mo- 
tion they condeſcended, that as many as had 
any Books, ſave the Holy Bible,in their euſto» 
dy , they brought and (et them puvblickly on 
fire, When they and their Bibles were alone 
together, what (trange phanrallica!l opinion 
ſdever at anytime enterd into th:ir heads, 
their nſe was to think the Spirit tanghr 
it them. Their own Minitters they highly 
magnified as men whoſe vocation was from 
God; the reſt their manner was torerm diſs.

The- Eucharitt they 
received { pretending our Lord and Sayi- 
ours” example ) after Supper ; an for a- 
yoiding all thoſe impieties which have been 
upon the myſl1call words of Chriſt, 
s #4 wy Body, Thu « my Blood , they 
thouphr it not ſafe tomention either body or 
blood in that Sacrament , but rarher to Ac 
gare both, and to uſe no words but theſe, 
IJ ake, eate , declare thy death of our Lord ;
